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Claim Objections 

Claims 1-6 are objected to because of the following informalities: The claims are 
generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current U.S. practice. They 
appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign document and have many 
grammatical and idiomatic errors. Appropriate correction is required. 

Note that the term "groove root" is not clearly defined. Note also that in claim 2 
the language states that the lubrication groove lies parallel to the longitudinal axis of the 
pin bore, but in the Figures it appears that the lubrication groove lies perpendicular to 
the axis of the pin bore. In claims 4 and 5 the use of the term 1 0' and 3 to indicate 
degrees is not appropriate, and the terms should be changed to -1 0 degrees— and -3 
degrees — respectively. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and^ 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-6, as best understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Galli (4,297,975). Galli shows the use of more than one groove 3 
having a depth of less than 100 micrometers in each of two pin bosses 2, the grooves 
located in the center region of the pin bosses and running over the nadir region and the 
equator region of the pin bores and being inclines at a slant towards the inside and 
outside of the piston pin bore, and creating acute angles therewith. It would have been 
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obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to choose a depth of between 40 and 60 
micrometers, since a change in size is generally recognized as being within the level of 
ordinary skill in the art, and to employ an acute angle of less than 3 degrees, since it 
has been held that where the general conditions of a claim are disclosed in the prior art, 
discovering the optimum or workable ranges involves only routine skill in the art. In re 
Alter, 105USPQ233.
